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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-4, 39-42 and 77-80 

Group II, claims 5-7, 43-45 and 81-83 

Group III, claims 8-9, 46-47 and 84-85 

Group IV, claims 10, 48, and 86 

Group V, claims 11-17, 49-55 and 87-93 

Group VI, claims 18-20, 56-59, and 94-97 

Group VII, claims 22-24, 60-62 and 98-100 

Group VIII, claims 25-26, 63-64 and 101-102 

Group IX, claims 27, 65, and 103 

Group X, claims 28-38, 66-76 and 104-1 14. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to X do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature common to the ten groups of inventions is temperature control of 
an exhaust gas sensor disposed in an exhaust gas passage of an internal combustion engine 
and having an element part in contact with the exhaust gas flowing through the exhaust gas 
passage and a heater for heating the element part. 
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However, the international search has revealed that this common technical feature is not 
novel since it is disclosed in the documents cited in this international search report. 

Consequently, the common feature is not a special technical feature within the meaning 
of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence, since it makes no contribution over the prior art. 

Therefore, there is no feature common to all the claims. 

Since there exits no other common feature which can be considered as a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence, no technical 
relationship within the meaning of PCT Rule 13 between the different inventions can be seen. 

Consequently, it appears that the ten groups of inventions I to X do not satisfy the 
requirement of unity of invention. 

3. Further, the inventions of Groups l-X are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap 
in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination are 
separately usable. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found- allowable, any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP 
§ 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
. there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
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inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
